Instead, as announced 
earlier, the college next year 1s scheduled 
to lose 50 faculty while 
increasing its FTE by 760 students The 
college is similarly scheduled to lose, 
rather than to to gain, approximately 13 
positions for technical assistants, student 
secretaries.

The college is faced with several unusual 
demands in the estimated deficit it must 


make up during 1971-72, about 
$920,000 
Most of the deficit places an unfair 


burden on the college. The college ts told 
to make galary Savings in a year in 
which, undér the Governor's budget, 4 
sizeable increase in workload is to be 
coupled with a sharp decrease in faculty 
positions and in faculty-support positions 
for carrying the workload. The college 1s 
to be required to pay for a serious 
mistake made elsewhere in estimating 
revenue from student fees. The college 1s 
to be charged more for a position which 
is taken away than if is given when a 
position is added. The college is to be 
charged for one of the items and there 
may be others—which 1s ordinarily 


funded directly by the State, that is, the 
second year costs of reclassification of 
non-faculty positions. 

These unwarranted charges to the 
college constitute fiscal double jeopardy. 
The college has its funding drastically 
reduced under the Governor's bucget 
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Then. in “Catch-22’’-style, the college 1s 
caught by one after another device for 
making further heavy inroads upon its 
already shrunken resources. If no relief | 
obtained, these charges will provide a 
crippling blow of perhaps nearly as great 


magnitude as the one which results trom 


the cuts otherwise stipulated under the 
Governor's budget. For this reason, the

Although some departments have lost 
few or no positions to the pool, many 
departments (over half in Arts & 
Sciences, for example) have lost 10% 
(college-wide average) or more of their 
positions. A considerable number of 
departments (7 or 25 in Arts & Sciences, 
for example) have lost 20% or more of 
their positions, and a few have losses 
which exceed 30%. 

The contrast between positions available 
and positions needed for reallocation 1s 
evidence that the college will be unable to 
meet its responsibilities adequately next 
year without substantial improvement in 
budgetary support, especially for faculty 
positions. 

The college will have 100 fewer faculty 
positions than under past norms for 
offering the courses which students need 
and that the college will have an 
additional 760 full-time students (15 
units per student). The crisis accentuates 


the need to offer required courses for 
degrees, although many legitimate 
non-degree interests of students will no 
longer be met well, if at all. The Task 
Force concluded that priority should 
likewise be given to sustaining academic 
innovation both through comparatively 
new programs like EOP, and Ethnic 
Studies and through the general 
commitment of the college at the 
departmental level to develop offerings 
that contribute to meeting the needs of 
modern society. Other issues about 
priorities-the relationship between the 
undergraduate and graduate programs 
accreditation requirements, cost-value 
relationships—came into discussion at 
particular stages, but for the time being 
the Task Force has restricted its 
recommendations principally to the 
priorities most pertinent to analysis of 
the immediate crisis 

Chief among these priorities is the need 
to have as many positions as possible in 
classroom teaching. In Fall, 1970, the 
college used 712 positions for teaching, 
including 64 part-time positions (15 units 
each). There is no way to have as many 
positions for teaching next year as the 
college is using this year (unless, of 
course, the budget is materially 
improved). Even farther out of reach 
would be the objective of trying to have 
as many positions for teaching as would 
be used under this year's student-faculty 
ratio.

Carol, Betty, and Wayne were 
among the first Asian students on 
campus to help establish ethnic 
studies and to form the Asian 
A.mericans for Action (AAA) 
organization. Prof. Yamanaka, in 
addition to his economics classes, 
is Director of Asian-American 
Studies and adviser for the AAA 
It all sarees in the spring 
semester of 1969, when an Ethnic 
Studies Center—concentrating on 
Atfro-AMeeieceas, 
Mexican-American 
Asian-American, and Native 
American courses—was proposed 
at a series of meetings between 
students, faculty members, and 
administrators 

It was not by accident that such 
a proposal was made. During that 
time, student movements such as 
the Black Student Union and

For SSC minorities, the time was

flags, canteens, jackets, pistol 
pouches, flashlight batteries 
resistors, and hundreds of other 
stolen items are there for sale 

Further up the street, where 
things are more secure and closer 
to the Saigon USO, there are 
metal products, sheet metal cut 
into knives, switchblades, 


marijuana and cocaine in Lucky 
Strike packs, straight razors made 
in Germany, Japanese medals, and 
Snoopy buttons with obscene 
sayings in either French, English, 
Vietnamese, German, or Russian 

For those who look into the 
leather trade in the stalls adjacent 


to the metal carts, there are 
camera bags, whips, braided 
‘*black power” walking sticks, 


hats, jackets, suitcases, shool bags, 
and multiple numbers of leather 


wallets, attache cases, and 
carrying cases 

In smaller and less ambitious 
locations, are the ittems of war 
that makes the comedy of the 
scene a little more bleak. Inside 





guns circulate as freely as those 
which pass between the troops 

For many units located within 
truck distance of Saigon, the 
frustration of supply systems that 
do not supply, and black market 
profiteering leads to bold acts 

In June of 1968 the 9th Infantry 
Division was fighting in the 
Mekong Delta Some 40 miles to 
the south. Immersion foot, a foot 
infection caused by continuous 
expoture to water was destroying 
jungle boots at the rate of one 
pair every month. A_ brigade 
commander of the division, drove 
into Saigon with three trucks, 
armed his troops, and confiscated 
boots to outfit 310 men in the 
field. At the point of an M-16, the 
dust covered troopers took ball 
point pens, C-rations, socks, 
which they could not get for three 
months, boots, jungle fatigues 
T-shirts, and linens, back to the 
mud of the delta 


Raids 


forever. Within a few hours, jeeps 
are repainted, and out on the 


street again, where amid the snarl 


of black market traffic it is 
difficult to identify 
Allied forces have access to 


jeeps, civilian agencies, with older 
vehicles imported from other 
areas and jeeps and all are mixed 
together in a hodge-podge of 
Saigon traffic 

Since jeep parts are 
interchangeable, and saleable, the 
spare tires of vehicles, batteries, 
ignition parts and seats are easily 
removeable. The MISIAI which 
is the current standard % ton 
vehicle, is stripped quickly if 
parked in the Saigon streets 

The customary locks used on the 
MISIs are chains welded to the 
frame which in turn are locked 
with key operated padlocks 
Vehicles are stolen while the 
driver is still in the vehicle. With 
the removeable tarp roofs in place 
spare tires disappear often. A

Hippies 
to 
happies!

“In Nichiren Shoshu, we are 
trying to change the image of 
Buddhism,” Professor Masayasu 


Sadanaga explained to students 
filling up the tiny Playwright’s 
Theater last Thursday. “When 
western people think of 
Buddhism, they conjure up an 
image of a dark temple with a 
huge gold statue in it. Buddha is 
not a statue or an image. A 
Buddha is a man. The Buddha is 
an enlightened human being.” 

Professor Sadanaga described the 
purpose of Buddhism as the 
teaching of how to live. “Some 
religions teach that Heaven is 
above, and that Hell is below. In 
Japan, another religion teaches 
that Hell is above and Heaven is 
below. We do not think that the 
the important question in religion 


is where Heaven and Hell are 
located, but that the important 
question is ‘what do we do with 


life?’’’ Making use of an overhead 
projector, he illustrated the 
concepts on which Buddhism 1s 
founded. This must have been 
very illuminating to those in the 
audience who could read 
Japanese, but for the benefit of 
those who are not linguists, he 
would give the closest 
interpretation in English in his 
dynamic yet heavily accented 
Vol 

Trying to compress the teachings 
of a way of life which is fully 
realized only in an entire lifetime 
of, say, 70 years into an hour and 
15 minute talk, he spoke of the 
iaw of cause and effect. “If you 
go around with a credit card, and 
charge, charge, charge, and then 
are faced with your bills at the 
end of the month, this is your 
past catching up with you.

“People have looked for a long 
time to science and technology to 
solve problems, or for some 
messiah to come and change 
people. Until people change, 
though, nobody will change 
people for them. You are all 
sleeping messiahs, who can change 
yourself, so wake up!” The first 
person to wake up in the sense of 
becoming enlightened to the 
meaning of life, according to the 
teachings of Nichiren Shoshu, was 
Siddhartha at about 1,200 B.C. 
The practice of this type of 
Buddhism involves the use of a 
Mantra, or chant. The chanting of 
NAM MYOHO RENGE KYO 
(pronounced Nam me oh ho ring 
gy key oh) is a Sutra which is the 
recognition of the Gohonzen, 
which is the recognition of joy, 
which is within you. It is used in 
this manner: if a student wishes to 
pass a test, he would practice 
chanting so that he could build up 
his energy level so that he would 
then approach his studying with 
joy. “We do not teach that one 
should become so high on the 
chanting that one wouid then 
neglect his studies. Buddhism ts 
logical,”’ he asserted. “Chanting 1s 
making people happy. Now, 
instead of hippies, we have 
happies.’’ Dr. Sadanaga then 
pointed to a young girl who 
“believe it or not, was just three 
years ago using marijuana and 
LSD.” He also claimed that many 
beard-wearers would, after 
practicing the chanting, aller 4 
time, shave their beards and 
become ‘clean-cut Not becaus« 
they told to, of but 
because they wanted t 

In closing. he challenged th 
“the future 1s 
on your shoulders, so | hope that 
you that burden and 
so bring about world peace.”

Editor's Note: This is the fourth installment of a 
five-part series dealing with the oftice of college 
Ombudsman. The first four installments of the series 
are comprised of edited portions of a report compiled 
by Sally Wagner about last yeor’s operation under 
then Ombudsman James Donaldson. She was a 
graduate assistant to the Ombudsman. The series is a 
report on the role and activities of the Ombudsman as 
he dispenses the duties of his office 


Administrators made twenty-six ymplaints of 
requests to the Ombudsman. This figure ts rather 
surprising, in that it is four more grievances than were 
filed by staff members 
1.Complaint against Administration 

a. Policy 

A department chairman complained about the way 
new teaching positions were allocated. The 
Ombudsman investigated the procedure, what had 
happened in the specific instance of this department's 
positions, and gave the information to the chairman, 
who decided not to pursue the matter further 

b. Personnel. Two of these were protests charging 
pressure (o resign. One didn’t request any action, but 
wished to lodge a complaint which might be activated 
later. In the other case, the Ombudsman mediated 
between the resigning administrator and the one 
applying pressur Although the responsible official 
agreed to take action which would correct the adverse 
publicity, the official did not follow through 

A series of complaints by an administrator against 
the arbitrary acts of another adminstrator wer 
investigated by the Ombudsman. In most of the cases 
the charged ninistrator had not made the decisions 
himself and, in the others, the reasons tor the 
decisions were explai ed 

The last case involved the denial of promotion to 
administrator in an area that was undergoing internal 


hassles. The Ombudsman gave advice and the 
promotion was eventually granted

2. Complaint against Faculty 

a. Individual Professor One administrator 
contacted the Ombudsman to lend support to a group 
of students involved in a conflict with a professor, a 
case that the Ombudsman was handling and wh 
was resolved 

b. Department: An administrator who felt he had 
been denied due process was advised by the 
Ombudsman to institute formal gnevance procedures 
rhe Ombudsman also made specific 
recommendations in the case. The second case in this 
area was related to the first, a clarification of t 
issue involved 

c. Academic Senate Three cases concerned a 
situation where members of the Student Personnel 
Staff lost their vote in the Academic Senate. The 
Ombudsman set up 4 meeting of the people involved 
in the decision and eventually the vote was returned 
The other complaint was about a report that the 
Academic Senate published. The Ombudsman urged 
that both the original report and an alternative report 
be published This recommendation was 
implemented 
3. Request for Procedural or Legal Advice 

One problem in this area was brought by 
administrator who couldn't pay a student who had 
worked for him because the student had forgotten t 
sign the loyalty oath. The Ombudsman suggested 
ways to handle the problem 

An administrator asked for a legal opinion on a 
problem, which the Ombudsman got for him from 
the General Counsel in the Chancellor’s Office 
4. Request for Mediation of Dispute 

Nine months after a class ended, a professor tried to 
change a student’s grade from “B” to “TF.” The 
Student protested the action, and the case came 
before the Academic Standards Committee, which 
recommended the case be referred to the 
Ombudsman. The Ombudsman investigated the facts 
thoroughly and made a report to the Academic 
Standards Committee, in which he decided that the 
original grade be allowed to stand. This decision was 
accepted by the Committee and the grade was not 
changed 

In addition, the Academic Standards Committee 
voted to put a ninety-day limit on faculty changes of 
grade, other than for completion of grades. This is the 
same period of time students are allowed to call the 
Registrar's attention any clerical errors appearing on 
their grade reports 


This is the only case in which the Ombudsman 


arbitrated a dispute, 1.e., made a decisior n the 
merit fa In every other case, he acted 
mediator and tried to get those involved in the 


dispute to settle it themselves 


Summary

Decision making for the. first function—the 


ducation process~—at first glance appears to be in the 
hands ot the faculty This is true, as long as the 
faculty doesn't rock the boat doesn’t mak 
innovative or controversial decisions. Tt minut 
they do, the true hierarchical natur f the 
decision-making power comes through. The faculty 


tries to find ways of Wecreasing their teaching load t 
spend more time with students individually and th 
Board of Trustees or Department of Finance take 
opposing action. Students and faculty decide t 


drastically alter the education process to begin t 
discuss questions of national emergency, and th 
governor closes down their campuses. But when 
things are quiet, and perpetrate the status-quo, thr 


faculty does decide what the education of student 
will be lik « 

Contrast this to a tguly self-determining learning 
situation (proposed by Paul Goodman, among others) 
Where students would decide what they wanted to 
learn, and professors would serve as resource persons 





or facilitators 

There is a gradual move occuring in this directs 
Student representatives are voting on pers nel and 
curriculum decisions in some department A few 
protessors are removing the pressure of grades (which 
are the ultimate decision-making power that inhibits 
learning) with blanket “B’s” or student self-rading 
in some cases. Several student-initiated and 
Student-run Alternative Education classes are being 
offered for credit. There is a trend toward more 
self-determination in learning. But there are a great 
many pockets of resistence. The large number of 
student complaints against some professors are 
evidence of it. These students weren't directly 
challenging the decision-making power the professors 
had over them; they were only complaining about the 
arbitrary, unfair use of it. But, as Jonn Stuart Mill 
said, the questioning of the unjust use of power is 
always the first step toward ultimately redefining it 

Those students who came in to see the Ombudsman 
were almost always antry. But they were also timid 
unsure of whether they had the mght to question the 
authority fo the professor. As one woman put it, ““My 
father always told me to follow th. orders of those tn 
authority, they would know best. | don’t think what 
this professor is asking me to do ts right, but it’s hard 
for me to believe that, because he’s the professor and 
I'm just a student.’ She was questioning the mid-term 
assignmer.t of transcribing forty pages of taped 
lectures for the professor. It is hard to break down 
years of programmed authoritarianism 


Beyond the classroom, there is the whole body of 


rules t academic requirements that decide 
student's learning career. Of special inter i the 
protective rules’, those that keep students trom 

attempting more classes than they a believe he 





capable of completing. The important thing is that 


the students wh omplained about these rules had 
without knowing about their existence, gone ahead

The second functior ft the college, the maintenance 
of the institution, operates in the same kind of 
invisible hierarchy of decision-making as_ the 
education process. Buresucratic decisions are made 


generally by administraturs and/or committees of 
faculty and students. But the President lias ultimate 
power on the campus, and above him are the 


Chancellor, the Board of Trustees, the Legislature and 
the Governor. Any anytime the decisions made go

Policy-making in the State College system 1s the 
furthest thing from a democratic system, since the 
people have no representative body that can overrule 
the decisions of those at the top. The State-wide 
Academic Senate advises. The Board of Trustees 
which, in theory, should represent the people of the 
academic community, does not, in fact. When a 
decision is made, by the Board of Trustees or the 
Chancellor, that the people in the college disagree 
with, there is not institutionalized channel to use to 
overrule the decision. If the issue is publicized 
Students may go to the courts or organize mass 
demonstrations ot dissent 


It is clear that the push for self-determination 
requires a radical restructuring of the State College 
system. Not within the existing system; but changes

The current state college budget crisis, with its resultant affect of the 
quality of education available to students, has, over the past few weeks 
motivated campus student officials to become actively involved in 
measures Which might alleviate the crisis 

Out of this motivation came the Crisis Task Force which was 
organized to study priorities in education at Sacramento State so that 
in the event the Governor's skeleton budget was adopted, immediate 
action could be taken. One of the prime movers for action on the 
budget crisis was AS President Joe Hay. More than any student on 
campus, Hay was aware of the detrimental affect political partisanship

It is interesting then, that when the Crisis Task Force presented its 
first in a series of reports on priorities of the college to the Academic 
Senate Wednesday, Joe Hay was absent 

For that matter, student government had a poor showing at that 
meeting, especially when the topic was of prime importance to the 
future of this college. Monty Martinez, newly elected senator for the 
interim period between now and the spring elections, was the only 
senate member present. That's a pretty poor showing for a group of
